Govemor Grant in his Inte message to the 


general assembly reviews the report of tho 
state engineer, lion J£. S. ;»ettletofl ue 
speaks thus with regard to the preservation of 
the forests:

protect them nrd secure their proper treat- 
ment It Is much to bo feared that even tbis 
mwtsnro would be fmi/taquiite to preserve the 
forests of the American uuiou. There is little 
respect for public, property in America, and 
the federal Roverument certnlnlj would nol 
be tbe proper agent of the nation for tbis pur- 
pose, it proved itself unable to protect the 
llveoak woods of Horidi, which were In- 
tended to be preserved for the use of tbe 
navy, and It more than once paid contractors 
* high price for timber stoYn from Itsowu 
forests; Tbe authorities of die individual 
states mlRbt bo more efhcient." 


Professor B. (S. Nortbrup, at the annual 


mooting ia iletfden, Conn, ot the state boatd 
of sericulture, said that the action of the last 
legislature in appointing a committee to see 
what c«n be dona to sive the forests in the 
valleys of the headwaters of tlie Connecticut 
was taken none too soon. The freshets of 
1888 cost Ohio 800,000,000, »nd the only rea 
son the loss w«.» not so great In the flood ot 
J»st spring was because there WM less prop- 
erty ieft to destroy. Be saw too houses 
floating off down ibe river at one view. The 
spongy material on tbe surface et woodland 
is sometimes a foot or two deep, and will 
retain a vast quantity of water, but cut off 
the trees. Jet Jn the sun and wind, and worst 
ot all fire, and tbe rainfall and melting snow 
slide Immediately to the river valleys, causing 
tbe disastrous spring freshets.
